* Authorizes tribal court judges to solemnize marriages.

Background:

State law does not require the solemnization of a marriage to take any particular form, so long as
the parties assent to the marriage in the presence of an authorized person and two witnesses.
Certain judicial officers and religious organization officials are authorized to solemnize
marriages. Authorized judicial officers include supreme court justices, court of appeal judges,
superior court judges, judges of courts of limited jurisdiction, supreme court commissioners,
court of appeals commissioners, and superior court commissioners.

Summary of Bill:

Judges of tribal courts are authorized to solemnize marriages.

Appropriation: None.

Fiscal Note: Not requested.
